INDIANAPOLIS. April 7. — Unin- 


terrupted negotiations in the anthra- 
cite district with an offer from tho in-

What You Ought to Do 


If Your Eyes Often "Water"

I1Y do your eyes "water"? Is it because thoy 
are sensitive to the light, inflamed, suffering 
from cyestrain, or lackmjt in drainage? 


At the outer edge of the orbit, under the corner of 


the upper !id, arc some tiny glands, called the "tear- 
glands." Near the inner corner of each lid is a little 
prominence, on the top of which is a minute hole. This 
opening is the beginning of the drainage canal of the 
eye. 


First, there is a narrow little passage which opens 


into the tear sac. From the sac runs a tube, called the 
nasal duct. This opens below into the nose. 


DR. OOFEIAXO 
The tears form in the tear-glands, run across the 


eyeball, are collected by the lids, and directed into the drainage system. 


Your eyes will water if the tears form too rapidly. For instance, if 


you cry there Is a flood. The great In--* 
crease In the quantity of the t'tuU! is too 
mnch for th« limited capacity of the 
drainage system. The torrent ox'erflows 
the banks, so to speak, and pours down 
the chocks. 
The eyes will water If the tenr-glands 


are too active, or If the tear passages 
are too small. 
Tho former condition may br due to 
irritation or Inflammation of the eyes. 
Excessive tear formation, or "lachryma- 
tion." as It is called. Is due among 
other causes to the need of glasses. Tho 
effort to see. causes the eyes to bo- 
come congested and tho tears to flow. 
It is not uncommon for a person past 


40 to complain of pain In the eyes and 
excessive lachrymal Ion. 
In all r-rob- 


ability the trouble Is due to "presby- 
opia"—the natural change In the eyes 
from advancing age. Little relief will 
be found until proper glasses have been 
flttod. 
It Is not alone the need of glasses due 
to ag« that may causo an excessive 
flow of tears. Uncorrected astigmatism 
and far-sightedness arc other factors. 
An examination should be made to de- 
termine the right strength of glasses. 


Some eyes are sensitive because of a 


peculiar tenderness of the retina and Its 
reaction to strong light. 
I speak of "strong" light, but the eye 
may be just as much a/Touted by a modi- 
fied light containing Irritating rays. 
Certain forms of artificial lighting In- 
clude rays which have a painful effect 
upon some eyes. 
Proper shading of the light, or the 


wearing of glasses slightly tinted may 
be necessary to comfort. 
Whenever your eyes water" or pain 
there should be made an Investigation 
to determine what Is wrong. Kye symp- 
toms are sent to warn you of trouble. It 
Is not natural to have discomfort or ex- 
cessive lachrymatlon. 
Therefore, you 
should moke plans at one* for an ex- 
amination of your eyes.
